Masking any pain, and con- 
tinually requesting his listeners 
to keep in mind the opinions are 
only his own, and therefore sub- 
ject to human fallibility, Mr. 
Scott answers queries with ade- 
quate reasoning. 


Government 


The Churchill government ap- 
pears ‘“‘set’’ for at least the re- 
mainder of its term, three and a 
thalf years. It has done a sur- 
prisingly good job, being helped 
along by the generous assist of 
the Labor Party which has split 
like an ovérly fat sociological 
amoeba over the issue of 
Aneurin Bevan, the left-wing 
labor leader. 

Bevan is, in Mr. Scott’s . 
fon, one of the few men in t- 
ain with the ability to lead, and 
he is dangerous because he is a 
demagogue, able to whip crowds 
up to emotional pitches which 
contain mostly heated air, and 
little rationalization. But, de- 
spite this, he sees Bevan as 
thwarted because of the really 
intense dislike which other trade 
union leaders hold for him. 

Bevan might, he thinks, in the 
event of a third world war, be 
the one man who could provide 
war unity because of the fact 
that, for all his instability of po- 
litical thinking, he is strongly 
anti-Communist and does have 
that quality for leadership. And, 


thinks Mr. Scott, if the responsi- | 


bility of it were put squarely upon 
him, the weight of it, plus his am- 
bition to succeed, would enable 
him to effect a workable coalition. 

Meanwhile, there is a growing 
feeling, he said, that Winston 
Churchill should resign. The 
great old man still keeps all 
reins in his own hands, and 
does not have the necessary 
physical stamina to hold them 
as of yore. But there will be no 
demand for resignation, and no 
‘ attack on him. His prestige is 
too great. 

He will be able to maintain 
his government because of the 
Labor split, and also because 
the British people, after the 
Socialist experiment; plainly saw 
that nationalization was less 
efficient than private manage- 
ment. Also, the Tory government 
has accepted the welfare state and 
is building more houses than did 
Labor. Consequently Bevan’s plea 
for more nationalization is not at- 
tractive. 


No War 


The Guardian’s publisher is 
optimistic about the chances of 
avoiding a third world war. He 
thinks the danger exists that we 
may accidentally stumble into 
one. But he believes the Russian 
leaders, who have accumulated 
considerable property, position 
and influence, do not want to 
risk war. And they have so con- 
‘ golidated their power; by control 
of army and police, they do not 
need to go to war to contain a 
restless population. The Soviet 
peoples want peace and more 
consumer goods. 

This, plus the fact the condi- 
tions allow them to muddy 
waters elsewhere about. the 
world, and to make gains with- 
out war, gives the free world, 
in his opinion, an optimistic 


chance to avoid war and to work . 


out final thwarting of Soviet im- 
perialism and aggression. 

And so, having said, he braces

He said LaFollette, who lost 
his Senate seat to Senator Mc- 
Carthy in 1946, worked at his 
Washington office this morning, 
then went home and telephoned 
his wife to come home from a 
Red Cross meeting at the Capitol. 


When she arived she found La- 
Follette dead in the bathroom, 
fully clothed, a “‘small pistol— 
one he had owned for some time”’ 
—besidé him on the floor. ~ 

Voight said LaFollette, who was 
58. hada serious heart attack 
about three or four years ago. He 
said the former senator was in 
the hospital several weeks but 
apparently recovered. But in re- 
cent weeks LaFollette had com- 
plained of illness, Voight said.

Sen. Grady Coker of Canton, 
committee chairman who had ob- 
tained the Senate’s permission to 
put the bill in subcommittee for 
study until the November session, 
told the full committee he had 
changed his mind. 

“After reading the bill,”” Coker 
told the senators, “I find that 90 
per cent of it already is the law 
in Georgia. This bill, for the most 
part, simply rewrites existing 
traffic laws into one law.

Interior Secretary McKay, 
spelling out the administration’s 
stand on tidelands legislation, 
urged Congress today to give 
coastal states title to submerged 
lands only out to their historical 
boundaries. ‘ 

He recommended that the Fed- 
eral Government keep con 
over areas between the historic 
state boundaries and the edge of 
the Continental Shelf. Revenues 
from oil or other sources in this 
area, he said, should be ear- 
marked for the nation as a whole. 

Some experts believe the vast 
majority of offshore oil deposits 
are outside the state boundaries. 


FIRST WORD 

McKay’s testimony before the 
Senate interior committee was 
the first word from a member 
of the Eisenhower administration 
as to how Oongress should go 
about keeping the President’s 
campaign promise to return con- 
trol of the tidelands to the states. 

The historical boundaries of 
most states extend seaward three 
miles from the low-tide mark. 
However, in the case of Texas

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Must We Malign 
Our Neighbors? 


The threat to fair play and to free- 
dom as well, contained in the antisub- 
versives bill passed this week by the 
Georgia Assembly, was demonstrated in 
debate upon the bill on the floor of the 
Senate. 

A citizens organization called Active 


Voters opposed the bill on the grounds 


that it is a menace to individual rights 
and liberties. Because this group dared 
to voice its opposition, Sen. Iris Blitch 
sought by implication to cast a cloud of 
suspicion over Active Voters. 

She. didn’t say the organization was 
subversive. She merely asked, “How 
many know anything about these Ac- 
tive Voters?” And then: she attempted 
to link individual’ members to subver- 
sive organizations, including the now 
defunct Southern Conference for Hu- 
man Welfare. 

We happen to know about the 
Southern Conference for Human Wel- 
fare. In fact, The Atlanta Constitution 
had a great deal to do with driving the 
remnants of the organization out of 
existence and we were threatened by 
a suit when we did. We fought it be- 
cause, in its dying years, the Commies 
had got control. 

The Southern Conference for Hu- 
man Welfare started out with a worthy 
purpose and with no Communist taint. 
It took the Communists almost 15 years 
to worm their way into office. By that 
time it had ome a skeleton organiza- 
tion deserted by nearly all of its orig- 
inal membership. 

To give the impression that it al- 
ways was subversive, as Mrs. Blitch did, 
is grossly unfair, and illustrates how 

.the bill might be used to smear and 
damage innocent persons. 

Active Voters, Inc., is a group of 
Georgians who are, as the name im- 
plies, actively interested in only one 
thing—good government in Georgia. If 
that be subversive, it is only so in the 
eyes of the entrenched politician. The 
group had a right to oppose a bill which 
it considered a threat to good govern- 
ment. It had a right to do that without 
anyone .casting aspersions as to the 
loyalty of its membership and the pa- 
triotism of its purpose. 

That such an aspersion has been 
cast should be a warning of what can 
happen under the act which occasioned 
the debate. 

We would like to see Mrs. Blitch 
correct the impression given in her re- 
marks and thereby set a precedent for 
fair and just sp cham of the bill's, 
provisions.

1953 Will Present 
New Crises in UN 


The United Nations, recessed to per- 
mit a change in administrations in the 
United States, reconvened Tuesday with 
hopes that a solution to the Korean 
War can be found and with a new 
American team facing the best obstruc- 
tionists the Soviet Union has to offer. 

The able United States delegate, 
Henry Cabot Lodge, will match wits 
with the veteran Soviet Foreign Min- 
ister Andrei Y. Vishinsky and the 
sparks from the battle will flash around 
the world. The Russians will attempt 
again to justify its aggressions and to 
place on the United States the blame 
for world tensions. They will not 
succeed. 

The UN still remains the last ‘hope 
for world peace, despite our dissatis- 
faction with Communist attempts to 
turn it into a sounding board for Soviet 
propaganda. As often as not their at- 
tempts have backfired. Instead of ex- 
cusing themselves, the Reds have been 
branded before the world as stark ag- 
gressors bent upon world domination. 

The new head of the United States 
delegation is an able man. Already Mr. 
Lodge has earned the respect and con- 
fidence of America’s allies and the ha- 
tred of Soviet Russia. He is expected 


to continue the already-functioning | 


American UN policies of co-operation 
with the rest of the free world instead 
of the unilateral approach so foolishly 
advocated by many. 

In the beginning, the American atti- 
tude is expected to be “wait and see.” 
There will be no immediate insistence 
upon a China blockade, but there is 
little likelihood that the United States 
will agree upon any “package” settle- 
ment in Korea that would give Formosa 
to Red China in exchange for a unified 
non-Communist Korea and peace in 
Indochina—as some of the Asian na- 
tions and some of America’s allies seem 
to favor. ' 

However, the UN will continue to 
function and Secretary of State Dulles 
and Delegate Lodge are confident that 
it can be strengthened to become the 
real force for peace its founders in- 
tended. No matter the number of So- 
viet “Nyets,” the UN will proceed in its 


work of strengthening free world bas- 
tions against aggression. 

Let us not forget that the Korean 
stalemate, as important as it ‘is to us, is 
not the only concern of the United Na- 
tions. There are hundreds of other 
problems on which united attacks are 
being made and the sum total of suc- 


cesses is building strength against sub- 


version and aggression. 
So let us look to the UN session with 
hope and prayers.

Auto racing has set up at Edison In- 
suitute in Greenfield Village, Mich., a 
shrine to memorialize outstanding con- 
tributors to the sport. The first names 
have been selected by a committee from 
the auto industry, from racing and from 
the press. 

The initial field of selection was 
limited to leaders before 1911 and the 
first four men on the list are Barney 
Oldfield, Henry Ford, Louis Chevrolet 
and Ray Harroun in the order named.

Oldfield drove old “999” in the world’s 


first auto races. Henry Ford built the 
vehicle which carried Oldfield to fame. 
Louis Chevrolet was the Frenchman 
who came forth to challenge Henry 
Ford on the auto tracks and in the 
salesroom. And Ray Harroun was the 
first winner on the Indianapolis Speed- 
way.

Are We Fighting 
World War III? 


WASHINGTON—Are we in World War 
IJ—Russian style—or just in a period of 
‘“‘tension?’”” .The question arises because of 
the dispatch quoting Gen. Omar Bradley, 
chairman of the U. S. Joint Chiefs of Staff, 

7 as saying that ‘‘Amer- 
ica’s most dangerous 
idea is the slogan: 
‘Let’s face the facts, 
we are already in 
World War III.’”’ The 
Bradley statement at- 
tempts to refute a 
widely circulated com- 
ment by Maj. Gen. J. 
F. C. Fuller, retired, a 
British military expert 

aa who distinguished him- 
self as "the chief general officer of the 
British Tank Corps in World War Il. Gen- 
eral Fuller’s observations were first made 
in a copyrighted interview in U. S. News 
and World Report and have just been re- 
printed in The Reader’s Digest. 

Evidently General Bradley visualizes 
the words “World War III’ as meaning 
only a large-scale war of military opera- 
tions. He fails to take into account the 


true meaning of the phrase as it is being 


used to show the weakness of the Allied 
policies. Genera] Fuller was asked: 
‘Do you look for a shogting war in 
Europe within the foreseeAble future?”’ 
‘‘No,”’ was his reply. “It was Lenin’s 
idea that the ‘soundest strategy in war is to 


‘postpone operations. until the moral dis- 


integration of the enemy renders the de- 
livery of the mortal] blow both possible and 
easy.’ Therefore, in his system of war- 
fare, the psychological took precedence 
over military attack and defense. Today 
Russia’s buildup has two purposes: the first 
is to cover Russia’s psychological war by 
a terror barrage, a standing threat to all 
who oppose it. The second is to defend 
herself should her psychological offensive, 
as it might, finally lead to actual war.” 

‘The ‘cold war’ of today, then, is the 
real war?” — 

‘Yes, it’s emphatically not just a nui- 
sance. It is the Third World War, not only 
in being but in action. It is violently posi- 
tive and can only be defeated by equally 
positive action. 


“‘The Marshall Plan was essentially de- . 


fensive. The North Atlantic Treaty is a 
diplomatic countermove. What is now need- 
ed is a _ positive, 
offensive.” 

‘What in a nutshell, General Fuller, 
would be your principal advice?’’ 

‘‘Get a move on with our side of the 
cold war. Communism is effective as a 
threat; it isn’t a successful concept of .gov- 
ernment. Russia isn’t invincible. Russia 
is a giant with a stomach very sensitive to 
political poisons. Therefore the answer lies 
in our own hands: put a pinch of counter- 
revolutionary arsenic in the monster’s 
soup.”’ 

The foregoing illustrates more clearly 
than anything else the difference between 
the ‘Truman-Acheson-Bradley concept of 
endless tension without doing anything 
about it and the more imaginative and 
realistic approach soon to be undertaken 
in a psychological war offensive by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower and Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles.

If 
they did, it was argued further, then the 
President himself would keep both of them 
in line. Since the new administration took 
office, there is a passage of President Ei- 
senhower’s message to Congress to point 
to, as follows: 

“Confident of your understanding and 
co-operation, I know that the primary re- 
‘sponsibility for keeping out the disloyal 
and the dangerous rests squarely upon the 
executive branch. When this branch so 
conducts itself as to require policing by an- 
other branch of the government it invites 
its own disorder and confusions. 

“I am determined to meet this respon- 
sibility of the executive.’’ 

But Senators McCarthy and Jenner. never 
gave their new President a chance.

Senator Jenner is chairman of _ the 


‘rules and administration committee, which

They would require more 
than a shelter, no matter how pleasant it 
might be. They would need sympathy and 
understanding. 

Ofttimes, for their errors, they would 
need not only firmness, but forgiveness. 
Such a placement, if carried out without 
careful study, might result in great sorrow 


antk disappointment to the kindly folk who > 


offered their home and friendship. Even 
an older man might turn out to be a prob- 


lem, needing sympathy and understanding. 


So, knowing. that the agencies are 
trained in handling these things, knowing 
that they would make such a placement 
only after the most careful consideration of 
the personalities involved, I am turning the 
letter over to them. 

But I can’t help feeling that some- 
where, living in a lonely boarding house or 
hotel room, there is perhaps séme proud 
old man whom the agencies never heard 
of, who would like above all else to find 
some place like the one described above, 
where he could live out his days in the 
quiet country, feeling himself useful ‘and 
wanted again.

“Honor thy father and thy mother’’ ine 
volves both relationship with God and with 
fellow men. When God made man. He 
also set up the pattern SI ES 
by which men must live 
together. First a man 
and a woman come to- 
gether in marriage, and 
out of the union comes 
children. As the child 
learns to love and re- 
spect its parents, so 
later does it love and 
respect God. 

Also, parents are the 
greatest social influ- 3 
ence on the life of the child. It is in the 
home that a child first learns to respect 
the personalities of others, to have regard 
for the rights of others, to learn obedience 
to the laws for the welfare of all people. 
A child’s respect both for authority and for 
democracy must usually begin, if it begins 
at all, in the home. So, upon the parent 
and child relationship in the home rests 
almost our entire civilization. 

Of course, the relationship of the parent 
and child is an ever-changing one. At first 
the baby must be carried. Later jt learns 
to walk, holding its mother’s hand, still 
later to walk alone. Up to about 10 the 
child thinks its parents know everything. 
At about 16 the child is not so sure about 
its parents. 

At 19 the child feels it has surpassed 
the parents in knowledge and at 22 it coms 
pletely outgrows the parent. But at 30 
we remember that our parents were right 
about a lot of things, and at 40 we decide 
they were just about perfect. That is usu- 
ally about the normal process. 

Gen. Douglas MacArthur expressed the 
thought I have when he said: “By profes- 
sion I am a soldier and take pride in that 
fact. But I am prouder to be a father. 
My hope is that my son, when I am gone, 
will remember me not from battle, but 
in the home, repeating with him one sime- 
ple prayer, ‘Our Father which art in 
heaven.’ ”’ 

That is the first meaning of this rule 
for living which God gave us.

This will be no balm to the football people with platoon aches, 
but basketball has had as many or more rules pains as any game 
extant.

The Joint Basketball Rules Committee met in Aprfl that 
year and made a ruling limiting the dribble to one bounce. 
The bobbery was deafening. The committeemen may as well 
have interred basketball. The protests that flooded them made 
them so uncomfortable that a special emergency meeting was 
called for May 12. It took the JBRC exactly one sitting to get 
back in the lodge. 

The rule enforcement was deferred for a season, and when 
the deadline arrived, the pressure groups politely turned their 
backs while the JBRC undid its horrible mistake. The one-bounce 
rule, of course, never got to the court. If it had, and had it stayed 
with us, basketball would have joined squash racquets, handball 
and corn-husking, and others, among the spgrts leading in national 
privacy.

Due to Industrial Expansion

MARIETTA, Feb. 24—Hinged on rapid industrial expansion 


‘this county seat of Cobb County has experienced a tremendous 
population increase during the past decade. 


In 1940 Marietta was a small 
agricultural city of only 8,600 
persons, the county seat of a 
county with a total population 
of only 38,000 persons. Today 
Marietta itself boasts a still 
growing population of more than 
25,000 and Cobb County’s popu- 
lation has. jumped to 70,000. 

The almost phenomenal growth 
of Marietta began with, and is 
due in part, to the establishment 
of the huge Bell bomber plant 
jusf south of the city proper. 
Before the beginning of World 
War II a small airport was built 
three miles south of the city. 
When the war started the govern- 
ment elected to construct upon 
this site the huge aircraft de- 
fense plant which, at its peak 
production, employed some 27,- 
000 persons.

Doctor Penberthy, who spoke 
at a joint meeting of the Atlanta 
Graduate Medical Assembly and 
the American College of Surgeons, 
Southeastern Section, cited a suc- 
cessful operation on a five-day- 
old baby who weighed only two 
pounds, 10 ounces. 

He said the baby had an ob- 
struction of the duodenum (part 


of the small intestines) which 
was corrected surgically. Other 
operations to correct obstruc- 
tions, he said, have been per- 
formed on three and four-pound 
babies less than five days old. 


MORE OPERATIONS 

Doctor Penberthy said penicil- 
lin, streptomycin, aureomycin 
and other infection-killing anti- 
biotics have enabled surgeons to 
perform more operations on new- 
borns—and to perform them more 
successfully than formerly. 

Other important factors in re- 
duction of the morality rate in 
infant surgery, he stressed, in- 
clude better and earlier diagnosis, 
improved anesthesia, better un- 
derstanding of blood require- 
ments and improved chemother- 
apy. 

Doctor Penberthy said babies 
with intestinal obstructions die 
unless the abnormalities are cor- 
rected. He said his studies and 
surgery are done in co-operation 
vith Dr. Clifford D. Benson, also 
of Wayne University. 


AGED PATIENTS 


Dr. Frederick A. Coller of Ann 
Arbor, Mich., chairman of the 
department of surgery at the Uni- 
versity of Michigan, said opera- 
tions on aged patients also are 
increasing. He said 59 patients 
over 90 years old have undergone 
operations at Ann Arbor’s Uni- 
versity Hospital since 1934. . 

Doctor Coller pointed out that 
surgeons formerly hesitated to 
operate on patients over 60— 
but he said that is no longer the 
case. ; 

“Tf a person needs an opera- 
tion,” he said, “I believe he 
should have it... no matter what 
his age is.” 

He debunked the old theory 
that wounds heal more slowly 
among elderly patients, insist- 
ing they ‘‘will heal just as well 
as they will among younger pa- 
tients.”’ 


HEART CASES 

Doctor Coller said even elderly 
patients with cardiac abnormaili- 
ties stand surgery ‘“‘very well.”

The DeKalb County research 
committee has endorsed officially 
DeKalb’s controversial govern- 
ment reorganization bill in its 
final form. 

J. W. Battle, chairman of-the 
nine-man Grand Jury, recom- 
mended body composed of for- 
mer jury foremen and jurors, al- 
ready had spoken for the original 


bill at a hearing where the pro- 
posed measure was criticized 
soundly by 10 prominent DeKalb 
citizens. The committee had rec- 
ommended the bill earlier. 


~The following is an _ official 
statement by the committee re- 
leased by Battle: 


‘The DeKalb County research 
committee has carefully gone 
over the bill which is now pend- 
ing in the Legislature, which was 
introduced by the DeKalb County 
delegation, and heartily endorses 
it in its present form. 


“This committee is of the opin- 
ion that this will provide for the 
creation of the office of comp- 
troller for DeKalb County, and 
also give the county commissioner 
an advisory board to assist him 
in handling the financial affairs 
of the county. The amendments 
‘to the original bill, which was 
introduced providing for a recall 
on obtaining the necessary signa- 
tures of the registered voters, and 
for the selection of a chairman 
in the event of the death of the 
present chairman to be filled as 
is now designated—were both ap- 
proved by this committee. 

‘‘We believe the citizens of De- 
Kalb County will be pleased with 
this bill in its present form.’’
